The Palestinian Liberation 
Organisation recently refused to em- 
brace the resolution, which would 
have amounted to a recognition of 
Israel’s right to eristence.'But Assad 
said the crucial provision of the 
resolution Is that Israel withdraw 
from captured West Bank lands. 

“We are wholeheartedly for peace, 
but never for surrender. We are 
prepared to face every conceivable 
eventuality — either the peaceful 


path or the more difficult option of 
armed struggle to liberate our 
lands,” said Assad. 

Assad apparently was bent on 
softening the Palestinian stance, 
after the central council of Yasser 
Arafat’s PLO has turned down 
American appeals for moderation. 

The Syrian leader also was ob- 
viously directing his remarks at U.S.. 
President Jimmy Carter, to 
reassure him that Syria and Egypt 
will go along with the U.S. efforts to 
end the Arab-Israel stalemate. ■

The prices of 
vegetables and fruits, which jumped 
iUp sharply before Bosh Hashana, 
toe. expected to remain at a higher 
level than in August. In addition, the 
cost of tuition trill go up, as will the 
costs of postal services, the rise of 
which was not fuSy reflected in the 
August index.

Ehrlich plans to 
visit South Africa

WASHINGTON. — On the eve of 
Moshe Dayan's arrival for talks on 
Monday with President Carter, the 
State Department said that “serious 
consideration should be given to a 
proposal to have a pan-Arab delega- 
tion attend a reconvened Geneva 
peace conference." Carter himself 
will present the proposal to the 
Israel Foreign Minister. 

The suggestion for the pan-Arab 
delegation, which is backed strongly 
by Syria, has already been officially 
rejected by Israel. 

At the State Department’s daily 
press briefing yesterday, however, 
spokesman Ho tiding Carter said this 
proposal should be considered 
seriously in order to skirt the ques- 
tion of Palestinian representation at 
Geneva. The spokesman reiterated 
that Palestinians must participate at 
the conference, but he left open the 
question of which Palestinians. 

He said there were other options 
still being considered on the touchy 
question — the Arabs want the PLO 
to attend, Israel opposes participa- 
tion of the terrorist organization — 
but it was clear here that the U.S. 
was now giving preference to the 
concept of a pan-Arab delegation. 

Syrian President Assad has stated 
that such a grouping would repre- 
sent Palestinian interests. 

American officials, to explaining 
why they now support this proposal, 
make the point that the conference 
would immediately break down Into 
smaller working groups involving 
separate Israeli negotiations with in- 
dividual Arab states. But Israel 
nevertheless opposes the concept. 

The spokesman said the proposal 


for a pan-Arab delegation would he 
raised with Dayan, who is due to 
arrive in New York today. On Sun- 
day, he flies to Washington. 

In Jerusalem last night, a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said Dayan 
“will be happy to discuss any idea 
that helps the Middle East peace ef- 
fort. But we have opposed toe idea of 
a single Arab delegation in the past 
as Impractical and our position Is un- 
changed." 

"If we want to discuss peace with 
Egypt, we should sit with the Egyp- 
tians. and the same applies to the 
other Arab delegations." the 
spokesman said. 

Meanwhile, another possible 
difference between Israel and the 
U.S. was beginning to surface 
yesterday. The State Department 
said President Carter might possibly 
raise the question of human rights on 
the West Bank during his talks with 
Dayan. 

Earlier in the week, the 
spokesman said that the U.S. would 
advise Israel to allow a "respected 
international delegation" to in- 
vestigate allegations of organized 
torture by Israeli military 
authorities on the West Bank In 
order to clear up the matter. The 
State Department does not accept 
the premise of Israeli torture, a 
spokesman said. But he noted that 
Israel should allow the matter to be 
resolved once and for all. 

A spokesman said that such an In- 
vestigation — he specifically 

suggested that the International 
Committee for the Red Cross come 
to the West Bank — would be 
"useful” fa order to support Israel's 
contentions that the charges of tor- 
ture are without foundation.

Finance Minister Ritriha Ehrlich is 
planning to travel to South Africa fa 
November to seek investments fa 
return for Israeli technological ex- 
pertise, Treasury sources said 
yesterday. 

Details of the visit, the first ever 
by an Israeli minister in South 
Africa, will be worked out In a 
meeting between Ehrlich and South 
African Finance * Minister Owen 
Horwood in Washington, where both 
are attending a meeting of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. 

According to one report Ehrlich is 
seeking $40m. worth of South African 
investments fa Israel. 

, Israel's ties with South Africa 
have caused widespread protest 
axpong third world countries who 
have been accusing the two coun- 
tries of military cooperation. 

Last year the Labour government 
quietly postponed a planned visit to 
South Africa by tben-Finance 
Minister Yehoshua Rabinawttz, as 


part of a deliberate attempt to "keep 
a low profile" fa relations with South 
Africa. This trend would probably 
have been strengthened stiU further 
after the elections, had Labour 
emerged victorious, according to in- 
formed observers. 

In the last year, the two countries 
did $72m. worth of trade of which 
Israel imported about |45in. worth of 
food, metal and textiles and ex- 
ported about £27m. worth of food, 
machine parts, textiles and 
chemicals to South Africa. 

Israel and South Africa recently 
signed an agreement to eliminate 
double taxation on citizens of the two 
countries. Further strengthening of 
economic ties between the two coun- 
tries could also be seen to Bank of 
Isra.el Governor. Araon Gafny's re- 
cent trip to South Africa. Gafny 
returned to Israel last Saturday 
from a short trip in which he lec- 
tured on the Israeli economy. Accor- 
ding to foreign reports, he also 
sought South African investment.

Bulgarians edge Israel’s hoop squad

Three seconds before the end. the 
aides were level at 86 to 86. when 
Bulgaria’s Peychev landed the win- 
ning hoop. In the last two minutes of 
play, the nervous Israelis strove to 
stay level until the final bell fa order 
to play extra time. - 
The Israel hoo paters let slip an 11- 
pofat lead, 68 to 67, attained in a se- 
cond half streak, after trailing 40 to 
42 at halftime. 

The first half was evenly fought, 
and while Barry Leibowitz was giv- 
ing the Bulgarians plenty of trouble 


with clever playing, and Steve 
Kaplan was shooting well, glaring 
weaknesses emerged In the Israel 
squad. Yehoshua Schwarz was poor 
In his shooting, newcomer Plnhas 
Hozzez was nervous, and Mickey 
Berkowitz was having an off-day. 
Only at the start of the second period 
did Berkowitz shine with eight quick 
hoops to get Israel into the lead 
against the much taller Bulgarians. 

For Israel, Kaplan was best 
marksman with 20 points, followed 
by Boaz Yannai, 18 ; Leibowitz and . 
Berkowitz. 14 points each. 

Israel plays Italy tonight (to be 
broadcast by radio live at 8:30 p.m. > 
.and against the USSR on Saturday 
night i live on radio and television). 

In an earlier game lest night, the 
USSR beat Austria 101 to 61.

BRUSSELS. — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan arrived here yester- 
day for one-day consultations with 
Israeli ambassadors fa Europe and 
Common Market officials, on his 
way to Middle East talks fa the U.S. 

Before leaving Tel Aviv, Dayan 
said Israel differs with the U.S. on 
the question of Palestinian represen- 
tation at Middle East peace talks, 
rejecting the notion that toe question 
of Palestinian representation at 
Geneva is "procedural." 

"In fact, it may be the most signifi- 
cant question," be said, commenting 
on Monday's State Department 
statement that Palestinian 
’representatives will have to be at 
Geneva for the Palestinian question 
to be solved." 

Dayan said he was not pleased "at 
all" with Monday’s U.S. statement. 
He insisted that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization is no 
partner to negotiations. Israel will 
not negotiate with it even if the PLO 
accepts UN Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242 and even if the Arabs and the 
U.S. authorize it to represent the 
Palestinians, he said. 

Dayan said the Palestinians ■ 
‘could and can participate — but not 
on their own. They should be part of 
the Jordanian delegation." 

In answer to questions at his 
Brussels meeting with 100 European 
Jewish leaders, Dayan reiterated 
that a separate Palestinian delega- 
tion would mean a step towards ul- 
timate "recognition of a separate 
Palestinian entity." 


In regard to Jordan's King Hus- 
sein, Dayan said: "Do not let os 
belittle his status In toe future. The 
.day may come when the 
Palestinians will find their national 
self-expression as Jordanians, since 
most Jordanians are aztyway 
Palestinians." 

The foreign minister, who is ex- 
pected to spend several weeks in the 
U.S., and to attend the UN opening 
later this month, is carrying a 
proposed peace -treaty with Egypt, 
which should serve as a model for 
Jordan. Syria and Lebanon. An ac- 
companying utter to Vance outlines 
Israel’s concepts of her future 
borders, but the Americans will be 
asked not to pasa its contents to the 
Arabs. 

The proposed treaty "is more of a 
document based on principle*,’’ 
Dayan told the Tel Aviv press con- 
ference. 

Asked in Brussels about the role 
Common Market countries could 
play in a Middle East settlement, 
Dayan said, "J certainly would not 
like them to send us other 
statements of the kind condemning 
Israel without talking to us. as they 
did In the past. I don’t think this was 
a very constructive attitude." 

He was referring to the June 3 Lon- 
don summit of Common Market 
heads of government, when the Nine 
called for a Palestinian homeland. 

This morning, Dayan will meet 
with Belgian Foreign Minister Henri 
Simonet, current chairman of the 
European Common Market Council.

Peres to Europe

Two alternatives to the present 
system of matriculation ex- 
aminations are recommended by the 
Wertheimer Committee, which was 
appointed by the Director General of 
the Education Ministry following the 
leaking of some examinations In 
June. The committee submitted its 
report yesterday. 

Under the first alternative, at least 
six versions of each exam paper 
would be prepared. The actual ver- 
sion to be used on a particular ex- 
amination date would be chosen by 
■lot as late as possible (not leaving 
more time than absolutely necessary 
for the printing 1 !. Only two or three 
persons would participate In the 
choice by lot. 

The second alternative calls for 
the creation of a bank of questions 
(100-200 questions In each subject) 
rather than a bank of exam papers. 
The committee describes this alter- 
native as the "more far-reaching-" 
change. This alternative Is itself sub- 
divided into two possibilities. 

Under the first, the questions 
would be kept secret, and the selec- 
tion of the actual questions to be used 
(and printed) would be made as late 
as possible. 

Under the second possibility, the 
whole stock of 100-200 questions - 
would be distributed to the pupils 
well in advance of the examination 
date. The actual questions to be used 
would be decided not earlier than 48 
hours before the examination date 
and the numbers of these questions 
would be broadcast over radio and 
television. 

. The committee, which yras headed 
by Dr. Mordechai Wertheimer, 
urges that one of these two alter- 
natives be adopted in time to be used 
for next summer's examinations. 

The committee recommends the 
transfer of the printing of the exams 
to the Government Printer (from the 
Ramot company) , saying that this is 
likely to make for tighter security. 

In the introductory chapter of the 
54-page report, the committee notes 
that on August 31, when the com- 
mittee was almost finished with Its 
work. Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer announced that he Intend- 
ed to appoint a new committee to ex- 
amine whether matriculation ex- 
aminations should be retained 
altogether. 

The committee points out that to-, 
day a matriculation certificate is 
required for admission to the great 
majority of higher Institutions of 
learning. II the matriculation ex- 
aminations are abolished, those in- 
stitutions may find it necessary to 
administer achievement ex- 
aminations that are similar In scope 


to the present matriculation ex- 
aminations. 

If the ministry finds itself unable 
to implement one of the two alter- 
natives hi its entirety for use next 
summer, at the very least It should 
do so with respect to the major ex- 
aminations, that is those taken by 
■the largest number of pupQa. Even in 
this transition programme, Che ex- 
I ecution should be turned over to the 
Government Printer, the committee 
urges. 

It also recommends that teachers 
should not be assigned to proctor 
matriculation examinations in the 
schools where they teach. 

The committee examined the 
possibilities of employing methods 
that would obviate the need of prin- 
ting examinations altogether, such 
as transmitting the questions by 
radio and television, by slides, or by 
teleprinter, computer terminals, or 
Other mechanised communications 
systems. 

However, the report says, the com- 
* mlttee was unable to explore all 
these, and other, possibilities In 
depth. It suggests that this job be 
turned over to experts. ' 

The committee notes that at pre- 
sent there are no laws or regulations 
governing the preparation and ex- 
ecution of the matriculation ex- 
aminations. It urges that this be 
remedied, and that appropriate 
penalties be prescribed for persons 
wbo make illegal use of exam 
papers, booklets, and grades. A 
"clear, detailed, and obligatory” 
procedure should be laid down for all 
stages of the work connected with 
the examinations. 

Two pages of the report ore 
devoted to a weighing of the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of the alter- 
natives the committee recommends. 

Of particular Interest is a disad- 
vantage listed for the preparation of 
a bank of 100-200 questions which 
would be made available to pupils in 
advance. 

“There 1s no doubt that following 
publication of the bank of questions, 
publishers will rush to publish 
booklets with detailed answers. 
There Is the danger that - examinees 
will concentrate on mere memoriza- 
tion of the answers at the expense of 
the material studied in class." 

Apart from the chairman, the 
committee members were Eldad 
Avid or, Dr. Dan Felaenth&l, Yitzhak 
Lazovsky, and Hanna Ravin. 

The ministry spokesman an- 
nounced yesterday that the 
ministry's directorate would discuss 
the report very soon and take a stand 
on its conclusions and recommen- 
dations.

Within 'less than a month, the 
Ministry of Commerce, Industry and 
Tourism will lift price controls on 
scores of products, reducing those 
goods and services still subject to 
controls to about half the number it 
was two months ago.

Fighting for emigration, he said, Is 
not a crime and should not require a 
pardon. All Prisoners of Zion wbo 


have been fireed, except for one, 
have immigrated to Israel, Ya'acobl 
noted. Their struggle to leave has 
aroused the interest and sympathies 
of tens of thousands of Jews abroad. 

Yeheskel Polravitz, chairman of 
the Association of Prisoners of Zion, 
told committee chairman Geula 
Cohen that the conference should 
convene in Jerusalem and not In 
Brussels. He also stated that the 
term “repatriation” should be used 
in regard to Soviet aliya and not 
“emigration.” 

The Brussels Conference was es- 
tablished over a year ago by Jews 
and non- Jews to formulate plans for 
Increasing public pressure cm the 
Soviet government to increase 
emigration.

Shaare Zedek denies favouring 
English-speaking doctors

The dheector-general of Shaare 
Zedek Hospital in Jerusalem, Prof. 
-.David Maler, yesterday , dismissed 
as “pure nonsense” an accusation 
that the hospital favours “Anglo- 
. Saxon” doctors. 

The accusation, aired in a meeting 
of doctors on Friday, was yesterday 
reported in a morning newspaper. 
The Jerusalem Post learns that the 
main source of contention was the 
new surgery department set up last 
year imdar the direction of Dr. Jerry 
Jersky, a South African Immigrant- 
Many of the doctors who came to 
assist Jersky were also English- 
speaking. At the same time the 
hospital has let other doctors' go. 
Prof. Maler said he could not discuss 
the cases of the doctors who left, but 
other sources told The Post that at 
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least some of them were 
professionally not up to par. . 

Prof. Maier claimed that he had 
tried to find someone to head a new 
surgery department for four years, 
without success, before Jersky 
agreed to come to the hospital. He 
felt that the unrest was primarily a 
result of the forthcoming move to the 
hospital’s new medical centre and 
the fear of a new and bigger institu- 
tion. 

Prof. Maier seemed most upset, 
however, at the so-called proof of the 
English-speaking cabal, a letter, 
which he said had been removed 
from his private files. He said the 
letter was written In 1974 by a doctor 
in New York who said he was happy 
to come to an institution which had

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Experts propose Haifa-Jordan canal

A cross-country canal dropping 
from Haifa to Lake Banneret, 210 
metres below sea-level, could 
provide cheaper electricity than a 
conventional power station and at a 
lower investment titan required for 
an alternatively proposed 
Mediterranean-Dead Sea canal, ac- 
cording to a panel of experts. 

The proposed canal would not 
flood the Khmeret with salt water 
since it is planned to terminate south 
of tbe lake where it would flow into 
the drying-up Jordan River. 

The panel of economists, 
engineers and geologists appointed 
by Tel Aviv University was formed 
to query a previous report by Prof. 
Shlomo Eckstein, which 
recommended digging a tunnel in 
the south, from Azhdod to the Dead 
Sea. 

Nothing was done about that, 
because the cost of the electricity 
would be excessive. The Eckstein 
plan rejected the northern canal 
alternative (first thought up by an 
engineer called Shlomo Gur) for a 
number of reasons, among them that 
it would salinate Lake Kinneret, and 
that pouring sea water into the Jor- 
dan River would provoke world-wide 
opposition. 


The Tel Aviv research team's 
report points out new facts. If 
nothing Is done by the Israelis, it 
says, the Jordan River la going to 
dry up anyway. 

The Jordan government is 
building an irrigation network Which 
is about to drain off the waters of the 
Yarmuk. By 1981-82 the Jordan 
River will start degenerating into 
something like a sewage channel. 
The canal scheme, on the other 
hand, would keep the waters of the 
Jordan flowing,. 

Cautioning that all thin requires 
systematic investigation by experts 
in the field, the Tel Aviv team con- 
cludes that there is already enough 
evidence to justify a serious review 
of the whole topic. 

A small project would produce 80 
megawatts of current, at an invest- 
ment of 00m. The Negev tunnel 
(which must take a roundabout route 
to avoid running through the West 
Bank, to avoid political com- 
plications) would produce 100 MW, 
at an investment of $ssom. 

But the report envisages wider 
prospects, Involving the possibility 
of seeking peaceful cooperation with 
Jordan. A canal U0 metres wide 
would turn Beit She&n into an inland 
port with container loading docks. 
An access road 8 kilometres long 


could be extended from the eastern 
border, providing the Jordanians 
with , a much-needed . outlet to tbe 
Mediterranean- 

Such a large-scale venture could at 
the same time yield 700 megawatts 
of electricity. The current could be 
shared with the Jordanians, if they 
saw fit to enter the partnership. 

Alternatively, the hydraulic 
power-station could provide a 
salutary energy reserve for the 
Israelis in times of emergency. The 
700 megawatts would be provided at 
peak hours only,- since off-peak de- 
mand Is adequately supplied by the 
oil-fired stations, which have no op- 
tion hut to operate round the clock. 

But If an oil blockade were to shut 
down some of the country's conven- 
tional power-stations, output could 
be doubled at the hydraulic plant — 
by simply opening the dams and let- 
ting the water operate the turbines 
24 hours ft day. The whole under- 
taking would raise the level of the 
Dead Sea by 100 metres over the 
coming 20 years, necessitating a 
dam across the narrowest part of the 
sea — to protect Industrial plants 
and holiday resorts on tbe southern 
shore from flooding. 

Tbe darn, ot course, could not be 
built without Jordanian consent, the 
report observes.

jailed or forced — directly or in- 
directly — to leave the country.

Israel can expect more — but not 
many -— cases of cholera before the 
present epidemic In the region Is 
over, according to Dr. Ted 
Tulchizuky, director of public health 
in the Health Ministry. 

Dr. Tulchinsky said yesterday that ■ 
the situation is well In hand, 
but' the health services are still 
keeping close and constant watch. 
There are still only two cases, one 
which definitely came from outside 
the country and another which may 
have. 

He said that the public health of- 
ficials have not found any need to 
close the Jordan bridges to traffic. 
There have actually been fewer 
cases of cholera in Jordan this year 
than last year, he said. 

He also indicated that mass In- 


oculation is not necessarily the best 
form of prevention. The vaccine is 
often ineffective and serves to mask 
the carriers of the disease, he noted. 

The one effective form of preven- 
tion la washing, he said. Water 
supplies are safe and therefore the 
only way the disease can travel Is on 
vegetables. Even vegetables carry- 
ing the disease are perfectly safe to 
eat after they have been washed 
properly, he said. ‘ 

Dr. Tulchinsky added that Israel is 
far from perfect in preventing food- 
borne diseases. Many municipalities 
don't treat their sewage and others 
leave garbage uncovered, he pointed 
out. 

* Meanwhile, Egypt denied yester- 
day that cholera has been discovered 
in Cairo. The Egyptian minister of 
health, Ibrahim Badran. denied a 
report by foreign radios claiming 


■ that two cholera cases have been 
located in Cairo. He said that some 
4.5 million port and hospital workers 
have been inoculated and “not one 
case of cholera has infiltrated into 
the country.” 

Jordan yesterday reported 25 new 
cases, while Lebanon listed two 
more victims. 

But the problems of Jordan, with 
314 cases, and Lebanon with 20, were 
dwarfed by tbe dimensions of the 
crisis facing Syria — where nearly 70 
have died and over 2,100 others have 
been stricken. 

Twelve persons have died in an 
outbreak of cholera in the Gilbert 
Islands, a small Pacific archipelago 
north of the Marshall Islands. A 
news service report indicated there 
are 82 other cases in the epidemic, 
which is believed to have been caus- 
ed by contaminated drinking water. 


Port dispute over retirements

HAIFA. — The Labour Council 
yesterday declared an official work 
dispute in Haifa port to protest' 
management’s decision to retire 31 
employees who have reached the age 
of 60. Tbe council warned that if the 
decision is not rescinded, it will 
start some form ot strike action after 
the 15-day cooling off period. 

The council conceded that 
management is legally authorized to 
retire employees at the age of 80, 
though this has not been done in any 
other public enterprise. But, it said, 
the .retirement .was “arbitrary and 
canlT^tcy^ta; .Justice. r And,.tiuxaan 
relations/’- The council also noted 
that the decision had upsets the: 
morale of the entire port staff, 
because it had made future employ- 
ment uncertain. 

The deputy port manager, Han Or, 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
issue of compulsory early retire- 
ment had already been tested by the 
Labour Council in the case of four 
employees retired last year. Both 
the District and National Labour 


Courts bad approved management’s 
decision, he said. 

.Or said that due to mechanization 
in the port, management is constant- 
ly reducing the work force “in the 
fairest manner possible. “ Since 1970, 
the number of employees had been 
reduced from 3,300 to under 2,000 this 
month, and another 200 to 800 jobs 
were redundant. The force had been 
reduced without opposition so far, 
through attractive early retirement 
terms and bonuses. Ugh severance 
pay. and natural attrition. Manage- 
ment is providing those affected by 
tbe compulsory early retirements 
with pensions, as. though they were 
retiring at ; 86*-Cr stressed. 

' The . early retirements affect 
employcdk.tUpanridiaBed uhsathsfacr 
tory, jobs no longer needed — such 
as boat carpenters because the port 
no longer has wooden boots — and 
employees who have become redun- 
dant, according to Or. 

The management claims the only 
alternative to the early retirement of 
such workers would be dismissals. 
In the (tort there are no employees 
with less than 10 years' seniority.

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Row over Communist nationalization bid 

French leftist front crumbling 


PARIS. — Prance’s three-party lef- 
tist alliance, which for moat of this 
year has enjoyed growing support 
among . voters, yesterday faced 
collapse over Communist demands 
for radical changes in a joint election- 
platform. 

Politicians of the centre-right 
coalition were jubilant over the op- 
position's disarray, convinced the 
left could now easily forfeit Its best 
chance In nearly a generation to win 
power. The verdict of the financial 
world was that the prospects of 
France being ruled by. a Socialist- 
Communist government after the 
March election have now receded. 

Xbe leftist summit broke down on 
Wednesday night after a row 
between the Commnnlata and the 
Leftist Radicals caused the latter to 
walk out. Yesterday it was suspend- 
ed Indefinitely, since neither the 
Socialists nor the Radicals showed 
up at a new meeting proposed by the 
Communists. 

Socialist leader Francois 
Mitterrand and Communist leader 
Georges Marchais, in separate 
statements, said yesterday they 
were ready to resume the talks, aim- 
ed at freshening up the 1972 joint lef- 
tist programme outdated by the 


world economic crisis that erupted 
afterwards. 

But Leftist Radical leader Robert 
Fabre maintained his decision to 
boycott the summit unless the Com- 
munists drop their demands for 
sweeping nationalisations if the left 
wins next March's general elections. 

Mitterrand then declared at a 
news conference that he was ready 
to continue discussions only If all 
three alliance partners take part. 

The Radicals, junior partners in 
the alliance, had refused Communist 
proposals to extend the number of 
French businesses to be nationalized 
if the left win the elections. 

"We are not here to set up a socie- 
ty slipping Inevitably toward a state- 
dominated system or irreversible 
collectivism,” said Radical leader 
Fabre yesterday. 

The -power structure In the leftist 
alliance goes from the most powerful 
partner, the Socialists with 30 per 
cent, to the Communists with 20 per 
cent and the Leftist Radicals, con- 
trolling only about three per cent of 
the electorate. But those three points 
will spell the difference if the left 
wants to win the March elections. If 
the voting came now. the left would 


Tolkien’s last work out 


LONDON (AP). — ‘’The 

SilmarilUon,” a posthumous epic by 
Prof. John Tolkien, who started a 
literary cult with his "Lord of the 
Rings” 20 years ago, was published 
yesterday and Is widely expected to 
be a best-seller. 

"We have a first edition print of 
300,000 in Britain and the U.S." — a 
record print run for a first edition 
hardback in Britain, said a 
spokesman for Allan and Unwin, 
Tolkien’s British publishers. 

Tolkien, a South Afrlcan-borm 
professor of English at Oxford 
University, had not completed "The 
SilmarilUon’' when he died In 1973, 
aged 8i, even though he had worked 
on it Bince 1916 when he was In- 


valided out of the army after fighting 
in the trenches oi World War X. 

The book, planned as his final 
work, was a mass of jumbled and 
many times rewritten papers that 
was to be a description of the pre- 
history of the mythical and 
allegorical world of "Middle Earth” 
that Tolkien created In "The Lord of 
the Rings.” 

It was assembled and edited by bis 
son, Christopher, a lecturer in 
English at Oxford and Tolkien’s 
literary executor. 

The concept of "The SilmarilUon” 
predates "Lord of the Rings/' and 
the appearance of the Hobbits, a 
race of little people given to 
overeating and family trees. 


Missed moon extends fast 


ISLAMABAD (AP). — Millions of 
Pakistanis fasted an extra day 
yesterday after religious com- 
mittees throughout the country fail- 
ed to sight the new moon to end the 
Moslem holy month of Ramadan and 
the start of the Id el-Fitr festival. 

Religious authorities postponed 
until today Moslems’ most joyful 
. holiday, celebrated like Christmas 
and New Tear at once. This meant 
another day of shopping for food and 
sweets and for holiday gifts. 

The postponement was a surprise 
to Pakistanis who had jammed 
buses, trucks, trains and wagons to 
reach family gatherings in time for 
Id el-Fitr, the "festival of breaking 
the fast.” 

Nine religious leaders making up 
the Ruet-E-Hilal, or central com- , 
mittee for sighting of the newjRPOA,.. 
met at sunset on Wednesday atop 
Islamabad's main firehouse. -The 
government meteorologix&ldirector 
was present with charts of probabili- 
ty on sighting the Id el-Fitr moon in 
variousparta of the country. 

Five special telephone hotlines - 
linked the central committee to sub- 
committees gathered on rooftops in 
Karachi, Lahore and other major 
cities. 

Sunset was followed by evening 
prayers, then a flurry of telephone - 
checking, inquiries from people who 
bad learned the hotline numbers, 
and a reported moon sighting at 
Peshawar, a city known for 
eagerness to end the fast but, accor- 
ding to the charts, also for zero 
probability of a new moon. 

The central committee decided 
there had been no authenticated 
moon sighting. Chairman Maniana 


Arlfullah Qadrl announced on radio 
and television that Ramadan, the 
Moslem month of daytime fasting, 
would have 30 days instead of 29 this 
Islamic year of 1397, and Id day. 
beginning the month of Shawal, 
would fall on Friday instead of 
Thursday. 

Elsewhere In the Moslem world, 
Saudi Arabian religious leaders saw 
the new moon on Tuesday night and 
declared Wednesday the feast day. 
Their lead was followed by Egypt, 
Syria, Lebanon, Jprtian and Israel. 
Watchers in Malaysia and Singapore 
saw no moon on Tuesday night, turn- 
ed to astrological calculations and 
declared yesterday the festival day. 
Morocco and Algeria .also chose 
yesterday.

Full alert in Mexico after 
23 bombings by leftists 


MEXICO CITY ( AP) . — The govern- 
ment put 10,000 police and troops on 
full alert yesterday to hunt for a new 
leftwing terrorist group that claimed 
responsibility for the worst rash of 
bomb explosions In Mexico In 
decades. 

Police said 23 blasts injured five 
persons and caused an estimated 
$20m. worth of damage in Mexico Ci- 
ty, Guadalajara and Oaxaca 
between midnight and 3 a.m. 
Wednesday. The police said 17 more 
homemade time bombs were found 
and disarmed. 

Police squads, detective units and 
special anti-terrorist military 
squadrons were making surprise 
searches and manning roadblocks at 
numerous points In the country. 

Leaflets signed by the "Union of 
the People,” an organization not 
heard of previously, said it was 
responsible for the bombs. It called 
other leftwing terrorist groups 
"chicken” and vowed to bring 


"Lenin's revolution” to Mexico to 
stop "unemployment, hunger, and 
exploitation imposed on the people 
by the dominant class.” 

Lawyer Jose Rojo Colorado, who 
defends accused leftist terrorists, 
told newsmen in .Oaxaca that the un- 
ion was founded in that city and had 
its headquarters there. He said- the 
bombings were in retaliation for re-, 
cent arrests of members of the union 
and other, leftist groups. 

Police believed the bombings were 
timed to disrupt ceremonies today 
celebrating the 167th anniversary of 
Mexico's Independence from Spain. 

The bombs damaged or wrecked- 
government.. buildings and 
businesses, including Sears Roebuck 
and Woolworth stores, an American 
Motors dealer and a- Pepsi Cola 
plant. Among targets where unex- 
ploded bombs were found were a 
General Motors assembly plant and- 
the headquarters of the Colgate 
Palmolive subsidiary.

The record of military com- 
munications is replete with failures, 
stemming to no. small part from the 
system's complexities. Various 
Congressional reports paint the 
following picture: at key times, 
messages have been garbled 
because of poor equipment or human 
error, or routed to the wrong head- 
quarters. Many communications 
sites are not designed to withstand 
either nuclear or conventional at- 
tack. Key elements of U.S. com- 
munications systems are considered 
vulnerable to Soviet electronic jam- 
ming. There are s ecurity deficien- 
cies to the WWMCCS computer 
network. Actual Incidents 
demonstrate what can go wrong. 

For example, during the 1964 Gulf 
of Tonkin crisis, which the Johnson 
Administration seized upon to ex- 
pand the Vietnam War, the 
destroyer USS Maddox had dif- 
ficulties sending action- reports to 
higher commands — difficulties that 
contributed to what now appears to 
be mishandling of the crisis. It took 
so long for messages to be flashed 
from the Maddox' to Washington via 
relay stations to the Philippines and 
Hawaii that the White House could 
not be.-eertain what wob really 
happening off Vietnam. According to 
some sources, messages of enemy . 
firings from August 2, 1964, were Still 
pouring into the White House two 
days later, and the Johnson staff 
mistakenly concluded an attack had - 
occurred on August 4 that probably 
never happened. - 
Three years later, during the 196? 
AraWwaeU. Six Day Wax, the Pen- 
tagon tried and foiled fair over U 
hours to contact the CBS liberty, an 
patrol .off Sinai, to order it out of the 
danger zone. The messages were not 
received, and the ship was fired upon 
by the Israelii. It turned out that 
messages fron Washington had been . 
directed, apparently through 
clerical errors, to naval com- 
numfoatfons stations in the Philip- 
pines and Morocco, and to the 
National Security Agency which 
directs technical intelligence mis- 
sions from Ft. Monde, Maryland. 

Similar communications 
breakdowns, delays and incorrectly 
routed messages plagued U.S. 
responses to the 1965 Pueblo inci- 
dent, when the North Koreans seized 
the U.S. ship and. its crew, and the 
1969 North Korean shooting down of 
a U.S. ED7I21 spy plane. 

FACED WITH- ‘such dire cir- 
cumstances, a nation might 


reasonably be expected to move with 
urgency to correct the problems.. 
After oil, if the U.S. can't depend 
upon the hardware provided under a 
$4b. annual communications budget, 
the rest of the more than fllOb. 
defence budget is wasted. But the 
record suggests the military 
bureaucracy has been slow to res- 
pond. 

During the Vietnam War, U.S. 
forces suffered repeatedly because 
the Vletcong intercepted milita r y 
communications which were broad- 
cast over the open air, not in code, 
.and thus were able to gain advance 
knowledge of U.S. operations. 

Although the Defence Department 
knew as early as 1965 that the Vlet- 
cong were intercepting U.S. war 
orders, seven years later, in 1972, a 
Congressional committee found it 
necessary to urge the Pentagon to 
“expedite” development and 
procurement of secure equipment 
that would scramble voices so they 
could not be understood without a 
decoding receiver. And Just this past 
February, & special panel of the 
House armed services committee 
again had to issue the same public 
warning: “The record clearly es- 
tablishes an urgent need for a great- 
ly enhanced, secure voice capability 
at both the strategic an d tactical 
levels of command and control." 

Earlier this year Senator John 
Culver (Democrat of Iowa) reported 
that U.S. military managers, in their 
eagerness to procure ever-more 
sophisticated and expensive 
weapons systems, have allowed the 
actual combat readiness of U.S. 
forces to deteriorate. I believe much 
the same fate haa befallen U.S. 
military communications programs. 

The special House panel reported 
that “the Department of Defence. * 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the 
military services have systematical- 
ly reduced the rank and prestige of 
command, control and telecom- 
munications managers. These^ 
reductions have been accomplished 
by an. erosion to the authority of . 
those managers and their offices.” 
The Bouse committee urged the Pen- 
tagon to establish an assistant ‘ 
secretary of defence for telecom- 
munications, with. more authority to 
improve communications manage- 
ment. The Pentagon has complied.-

Atherton: Arms to Egypt 
serve American interest

WASHINGTON. — The Carter Ad- 
ministration proposed, the fisom. 
sale of military equipment to Egypt, 
including 14 C-I30 military transport 
planes and pilotless reconnaissance 
drones, because of Egypt’s 
dramatic shift" in policy following 
the 1973 Yom Klppur War, according 
to Assistant Secretary of State 
Allred Atherton. 

This Is the rationale behind the 
proposed sale, which has aroused 
some concern to Congress.. The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee had scheduled hearings on 
the sale for Wednesday hut postponed 
them at the last moment. Atherton 
was prepared to make the Ad- 
ministration's case before the com- 
mittee. and the State Department 
had already released his statement 
to advance of the hearing. ' 

In the statement, Atherton said the 
shift In Egyptian attitudes toward 
war and peace has had some “coBt" ' 
to Egypt — namely the loss nf Soviet 
arms supplies. As a sign of con- 
fidence, the U.S., therefore, was 
proposing the current sale. Atherton 
insisted that It was to the “national 
interest of the United States" that 
the sale go through. 

In a related development, neither 
the State Department nor the White 
House is making any effort to dis- 
suade 1 France from selling the 
Dasaault-Breguet F-l fighter air- 
craft to Egypt, “Aviation Week and 
Space Technology" reports. 

The magazine quoted an unnamed 
Administration official- as saying 
that the U.S. "has no Intention of 


asking its allies to withdraw from 
their traditional markets." 

In a lengthy report on the Carter 
Administration's arms export 
policy. “Aviation Week" noted that 
the Administration was continuing to 
deny "lethal arms” to Egypt 
because the Congress "would veto 
such proposals.” 

At the same time, however, the 
Ad m i n istration was not following 
through on Carter's earlier 
statements that he will attempt to 
persuade France and Britain to 
reduce their arms export sales and 
marketing efforts. 

An Administration official said it 
Is hoped the French sale will' 
forestall any pressure from the 
Egyptian military leadership for a 
return to the Soviet fold, as its Rus- 
sian arms inventory is reduced. 

“France has been approached 
with requests not to step to to fill 
voids resulting from U.S. denials in 
areas that are outside that nation's 
traditional market area and sphere 
of influence," the magazine con- 
tinued. "It has been asked not to sell 
-advanced fighter aircraft to 
Ecuador as a result of the U.S. 
refusal to permit Israel to sell the 
Israel Aircraft Industries' Kflrtothe 
Latin American country on the 
technical ground that It is powered 
by a General Electric engine, ■ 

"Thus far, a State Department of- 
ficial concedes, France has exer- 
cised few restraints to its arms ex- 
port policy and, to addition, has 
emphasised to Che U.S. that such 
sales are necessary to sustain the 
current French aerospace Industry 
employment level."

CAIRO. — The Egyptian govern- 
ment -has promised leaders of the 
nation's apprehensive Coptic Chris- 
tian community that it will resist 
attempts by Moslem conservatives 
to impose harsh, traditional Islamic 
laws on Egypt. 

Prime Minister Mamdouh Salem 
pointedly visited Pope Shenudah, 
head of the Coptic Church, to convey 
the government's assurance on Mon- 
day, at the end of a weeklong fast 
and prayer vigil called by the Copts 
to protest the proposed new laws. 

Neither the government nor the 
church would officially confirm the 
purpose of the prime minister's un- 
usual call on the pope. But un- 
impeachable sources within the 
church said Salem promised that the 
government would not support a 
return to the severe legal penalties 
of Islam. 

"He said the government will not 
even permit the draft of the proposed 
law to proceed to the People's 
Assembly (Parliament) for debate," 
said a church source. 

The Hadd, or law of Islamic legal 
punishments, was drafted by a com- 
mittee of Moslem religious leaders 
and legal scholars at the request of 
Moslem conservatives in the 
People's Assembly who have been 
urging a return to old Islamic 
values. Among other measures, it 
calls for cutting off the right hands of 
thieves, stoning adulterers and 
sodoxnjsts to death, hanging 
apostates who renounce their 


Moslem faith and flogging thoee who 
produce, deal to or drink aleoholic 

beverages. . , 

The tough Koranic law, if passed, 
would apply not only to Egyptian 
citizens but to foreign residents and 
visitors as well. . . _ . 

The proposed draft was submitted 
to the Justice Ministry earlier this 
summer. It immediately produced a 
wave of apprehension. . 

At least some of the Coptic fear of 
the Hadd centred on the provision of 
death for apostates. 

While conversions to Christianity 
by Moslems are not common and the 
church does not attempt to 
proselytize, temporary "double con- 
versions" as a practical means of ob- 
taining divorce are not uncommon. 

Since the Coptic church does not 
permit divorce, some Coptic men 
dodge the restriction by renouncing 
Christianity and becoming Moslems, 
which gains them the legal right to 
break a marriage simply by 
repeating to the wife “I divorce 
thee” three times in the presence of 
witnesses. Many then return to 
Christianity, which under the Hadd 
would make them subject to execu- 
tion for renouncing Islam. 

To most Copts, as to most 
Westerners, the punishments of the 
Hadd,' still applied in arch- 
conservative Saudi Arabia, seem 
brutally excessive. 

A thief, for example, would lose his 
right hand at the wrist 'for a -first 
offence and his left foot, cut off "In 
the middle so that there shall remain 
a stump upon which the criminal can 
walk,” for the second. 


Moslem Brothers resurface

CAIRO. — The outlawed Moslem 
Brotherhood, an ultra fundamen- 
talist politico-religious movement 
that' once figured prominently to 
terrorist activities, Including two 
attempts to assassinate the late 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdel- 
Naeeer, re-emerged on Wednesday 
in its first massive public display in 
a generation. . 

Without fanfare or public an- 
nouncement, which would have been 
illegal, the Brotherhood attracted 
more than 5,000 supporters and sym- 
pathizers to a fundamentalist 
Islamic religious service marking 
the beginning of Id el-Fitr, the three- 
day feast that follows the holy month 
of Ramadan in the Moslem calendar. 

The scene of the devout and 
peaceful display was Important sym- 
bolically, because It took place to the 
vast public square facing Abdin 
republican palace in Cairo. The 
palace presently houses executive 
offices of Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, but once was the principal 
palace of King Farouk and the scene 


of many Moslem Brotherhood and 
other political demonstrations. 

The Moslem Brotherhood was of- 
ficially banned in Egypt In 1949 and 
driven completely underground In 
1954 after a member emptied a pistol 
at Nasser in an abortive assassina- 
tion attempt. Some of Its leaders 
were executed and others, along 
with some 4,000 followers, were Im- 
prisoned. More executions and 
jailings followed another 
Brotherhood plot on Nasser's life in 
1965. 

After freeing the remaining 
Brothers still to prison after he took 
power in 1971. Sadat kept a tight lid 
on their activities until last year, 
when he quietly permitted the group 
to resume publication of Its two of- 
ficial magazines. 

It was unclear both from the 
nature of Wednesday's event and the 
ambiguous phrasing of a sermon 
delivered after the prayers whether 
the Brotherhood intended the affair 
as a simple gathering of the faithful 
or as a demonstration of political 
strength in quickly organizing a 
large group of supporters.

John 
Doucette, looking like Ernest 
Borgnine's ugly brother, played 
Ulysses, a role which was once filled 
by Kirk Douglas, currently Imper- 
sonating a bank executive In 
Friday's The Moneychangers. ‘ 

Oddly enough, Mr. Douglas was 
'bankrolled by the whole JicarlUa 
Apache tribe when he made A Oim - - 
fight in 19T1. Despite Marlon Bran- 
do’s protestations, many Noble 
Redmen are into high finance in a 
big way nowadays. A dozen tribes, 
controlling 56 per cent of the United 
States' uranium and 30- per cent of its 
coalers ceatlyaent delegates to meet 
with oil-rich Arabs to learn the 
bargaining techniques of OPEC.

Don Murray {star of A Hatful of 
Rain and Advise and Consent J is now 
sadly reduced to playing in The Out- 
casts on Mondays, as is Barbara 
Stanwyck in Thursday's The Big 
Valley. What a comedown for the 
star of Double Indemnity, who has to 
' work through scripts so stodgy that 
they leave me speculating on the seta 
and props and on trying to decide 
whether a horse is the only animal 
you can knock nails into. 

Best of the four is Little House on 
the Prairie, "inspired” by Laura 
Ingalls Wilder's justly-famed 
classics of pioneer days. The scripts 
aren't up to much but occasional 
touches ring true — the fire crackl- 
ing as it burns low in the little house 
in the Big Woods, the creak of Ma’a 
rocking-chair, a horse blowing 
scrolls of steam as it stamps Its hoof- 
in the snow. It has been said that 
more people have learned about 
frontier life from Laura's books than 
ever heard of Frederick Jackson 
Turner, the great historian of the 
West. 

THIS IS my last stint before Philip 
Gillon returns and I'm glad to be 
able to. say something nice to end 
with. 

Tuesday's production of Ibsen’s 
A Doll ‘s House was first-class holiday 
fare — right on, girls!' — but it 
wasn't any better than Danny 
Wolman’s superb Gimpel the Fool, 
screened on Monday night Wolman 
triumphed with an absolutely con- 
vincing study of Isaac Bashevis 
Singer’s black comedy. Frampol, 
with Its cruel inhabitants playing 
ugly tricks on the slow-witted 
Gimpel, was a thought-inducing cor- 
rective to the false, pastel-tinted 
' shteUs of Chagall and of Fiddler on 
the Roof. 

But Singer's real meaning, summ- 
ed up at the end of hia story, is par- 
ticularly appropriate in the Days of 
Awe: “No doubt the world is entirely 
an imaginary world but it is only 
-once removed from the true world... 
Whatever may be there, it will he 
real, without complication, without 
ridicule, without deception." 

As Cole Porter puts it, "Goodbye 
now and amen."

- graphic design and FR operation. 
Almost all Ms clientele are Jewish 
and Israel-oriented. Half-a-dozen 
Zionist Organizations turn over their 
house <^gans to him for editing and 
design. 

Gross is frankly out to become the 
central PR firm serving Israel- 
oriented interests and plans -to open 
a Jerusalem branch in two years 
time. 

He is after the. large Israeli ac- 
counts . and voices disappointment 
that American branches of Iaraell 
banks, for example, seek out 
prestigious advertising firms which 
have less time for -their relatively 
modest accounts than smaller — and 
hungrier — operations like his. 

A REVERSE ROUTE on the U.S.- 
Israel Aria was taken by Nathaniel . 
Hess, a successful dealer in com- 
modities for 40 years. Hess Intensely 
dislikes the word "retire' 1 an d has 
made a second career of two long- 
teriri hobbies, landscaping and hor- 
ttcultnre. 

After the 1967 war, he and Ms wife 
visited Israel so frequently that they 
decided to buy a flat in Jerusalem. 
They are now In Israel'several times 
a year; not only for family reasons — 
their son and Ms family have settled 


in Jerusalem — but to pursue an un- 
usual business interest. 

It lies in the commercial growing 
of a showy flower whose family 
name is proleaceae. In shape, the 
bloom resembles a large daisy in 
some varieties, a pincushion or bot- 
tle brush in others. It flowers in 
brilliant shades of orange, red, green 
and yellow. 

Hess came to it by combining 
business practicality and Idealism. 
He says he wanted to do something 
for Israel and he did not want to rely 
on government help. 

Step one: Five years ago he paid 
all the expenses for a survey trip to 
Israel by America's foremost 
proteaceae expert, a California 
grower named Howard Asper. 

Step two: Encouraged by Asper's 
report, Hess had experiments 
carried out at his own expense at the 
Volcani Institute in Rehovot These 
left no room for ambiguity about the 
ownership of the plants: the cuttings 
may have come from Southern 
California, but the seeds came from 
South Africa and Australia. 

Step three: He went Into 
partnership with a number of 
farmers at Sitriya, a moahsv located 
about halfway between Rehovot and 


Ramie; He followed this by a similar 
deal with Kibbutz Kfar Maaaryk, 
north of Haifa, and — most recently 
— with Sde Nitzan, near Yamlt. 

The partnerships are literally that, 
60 pee cent on each side. 

“I insisted on that," says Hess. "I 
don't want to have the edge on 
anybody and I don't want anybody to 
have the edge on me." Some of the 
farmers thought it was crazy to give 
Mm an equal share, but they went 
along with it. 

"I wanted everybody to trust each 
other and complete partnerships 
seemed the logical thing.” 

AN UNEXPECTED bonus has turn- 
ed up in Sde Nltzan, a moshav at the 
northern border of Sinai where new- 
comers have for some years- been 
growing tomatoes In glasshouses. As 
an experiment, the proteaceae was 
planted right In the native soil: it did 
so well that the plot Is to be con- 
siderably expanded. 

"That’s exciting because the soil 
there is loess, pure sand,” says Hess. 
"It’a probably never been cultivated 
before in history." 

Exported to Europe in trial runs 
over the past two years, the flower 
did well. It bids fair to join Israel's 
rapidly expanding trade with 
Europe in cut flowers. 

Hess says he launched the project 
not to get rich but to add "one little 
speck" as Ms contribution to Israel. 
'He has reason to believe he has done 
so and he notes with satisfaction: “I 
did it without help."

Shagan, on Ms third trip to Israel, 
was eager to find new talent in tbe 
local film Industry, acknowledging 


that, until now, most commericaliy 
successful feature films produced 
here had been initiated and financed 
by foreigners. 

“When I. was asked to write an 
original script about the Yom Kippur 
War, I refused,” he recalled. "How 
can an American who lives in Los 
Angeles possibly write an authentic 
version of what happened here In 
1973,. or what the Israeli soldiers ac- 
tually felt?" 


He told Ms students: "It has to be 
done by your own people,' in your 
own language, by those of you who 
experienced the war firsthand. 
Audiences today are very 
sophisticated. If I were to write it, it 
wouldn't be honest. The audience 
would sense that It lacked authen- 
ticity and reject it." 

BASED IN HOLLYWOOD since 
2966, Shagan has written and produc- 
ed some 70 hours of television 
programmes, including four full- 
length features. The last "Step Out 
Of Line,” -received several Emmy 
nominations. 

Hl« original screenplay, "Save the 
Tiger," a character study of a 
middle-aged American man in 
crisis, won four Oscar nominations 
and an Oscar for Jack Lemmon in 
1971. The film also received critical 
acclaim outside of America, 
honoured as the Best Foreign Film 
in Italy's Taormina Festival and 
amassing six other awards around 
the world. 

Another Shegan screenplay 
became a very successful film called 
"Hustle,” starring Burt Reynolds 
and Catherine Deneuve. Shagan did 
the screen adaptation of "Voyage of 
the Damned.” This factual account 
of nearly a thousand German Jews 
aboard the liner St. Louis, who 
struggled to survive when they were 
myri e rious)y denied sanctuary In 
Cuba and the U.S. in 1939, was 
recently shown in Israel.

The chain of tradition 


BIBLICAL BYWAYS / Louis Babinowitz 
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THE PORTION of this week 
describes Moses’ 120th birthday and 
his realization that it .was to be his 
last day on earth. 

As befits the “Faithful Shepherd" 
of hia flock, his main concern was 
seeing that hia national and hia 
spiritual tasks would be fulfilled. He 
called upon Joshua, and' in the 
presence of the whole people said to 
hlm:“Be strong and of good courage; 
for thou shalt go with this people Into 
the land which the Lord hath sworn 
unto their fathers to give them; and 
thou shalt settle them there" 
(Deuteronomy 81:7). 


Moses then turned to the question 
of the spiritual succession, to ensure 
foe continuity of the tradition of the 
Tori. "And Moses wrote this Tors 
and gave it to the priests, the sons of 
Levi, who bore the Ark of the Cove- 
nant of the Lord, and to all the elders 
of Israel." (31: 9}. Thus was es-

- That chain of tradition is the sub- 
ject of Pirkei Avot (Ethics of the 


Fathers). It reads: “Moses received 
. the Tora from Sinai and handed it to 
Joshua and Joshua to the elders." 
Comparing the scriptural verse and 
the talmudlc parallel is instructive. 
The latter not only includes Joshua 
in the spiritual tradition, hut ex- 
cludes the “priests, the sons of 
Levi.” 

The omission appears to be 
deliberate. The rabbis insisted that 
the transmission of Judaism's 
spiritual values depends not upon 
aristocratic descent, but upon 
qualities of mind and character, 
upon knowledge and not upon yichus 1 
(pedigree). 

A volume could be written on this. 

In the confines of this column, one 
statement of the Mishna will suffice. 
At the bead of the aristocracy of 
Judaism during Temple times stood 
the High Priest, whose priestly 
pedigree had to be unimpeachable; 
on the lowest rung of that ladder stood

ADEUEN BORNSTEIN, 38-year-old publicity 
manager of a major French manufacturing 
firm, is developing a well-deserved reputation as 
the angry young man of French Judaism. He 
makes no secret of his disillusionment with the 
Jewish establishment. Hia militant conception of 
Zionism Irritates when ft does not infuriate com- 
munity leaders. But Bornstein,. who has written 
countless articles and given more than 80 lec- 
tures over the past few years, feels he might be 
winning. By this, he means winning the support, 
of an Increasing number of young Jews. That, he 
believes, is. what really matters. 

Outstanding events 

At his Montmartre apartment, Bornstein out- 
lined his s ideas: "Our generation has lived 
through three outstanding events in the history 
of the Jews: the Holocaust, the rebirth of the 
Jewish State and the reunification of Jerusalem. 
It is alarming to note however, that in spite of 
these three events, the Jews have nqt changed 
their outlook or their habits in the slightest. 

"They have done nothing to create a new 
balance Inside the Jewish world, which Is still 
divided between the Diaspora ‘model* and the 
- Zlonlst-Israeli project. This situation is very 
serious: it produces foe worst imaginable con- 
sequences for the integrity of living Judaism." 

Fdr Bornstein. Zionism remains a historical 
chance for all Jews. If they let it slip from their 
grasp, they run the risk of disappearing both 
physically and culturally. The emancipation of 
the Jews has been a failure, he says, not only 
because of the' psychological and social attitudes 
of non-Jews, but because Judaism has been un- 
able to preserve Its own values. These have been 
submerged by those of foe majority, he argues. 

On psychological, and social attitudes, he 
^ speaks -of two critical phenomena: “The first 
phenomenon is traditional anti-Semitism. Hie 
second, which has- assumed enormous dimen- 
sions since the Second World War, Is assimila- 
tion — the loss 'of the Jewish heritage. 

“This means that the Jews, both individually 
and collectively, are threatened either by open 
opposition or by cultural liquidation. So what we 
thought was foe Diaspora — the state of disper- 
sion — turns out to be the ‘Gala’ — subjection, 
with the prospect of captivity and exile — in its 
two modern forms. These are the prison-GoIa in 
the East, one of painful physical oppression, and 
the leisure -Gola in foe West, a painless sytem of 
cultural oppression. 

“Jewish history teaches that when people are 
faced with this sort of situation, it is sheer illu- 
sion to compromise. To safeguard Jews and 
their values, we have to assume our respon- 
sibilities. This is all foe more urgent since, over 
the past 80 years, a new Gola-type phenomenon 
has developed: anti-Zionism. It is aimed against 
foe Jewish State and directly challenges foe sen- 
timents and foe hopes of modern Jewry.” 
Bornstein complains that against this triple 
challenge — anti-Semitism, assimilation and 
anti-Zionism, foe Jews’ only answer baa been 
what he calls "pro-Israelism." 

“Jews have tried to persuade themselves that, 
by its very existence, the Jewish State would 
purge the universe of anti-Semitism. But this is 
neither Israel’s historic role nor within its 
possibilities. Simultaneously Jews are convinced 
that it is enough to be pro-Israel to obtain 
vicariously the qualities attributed to the 
Israelis: courage in face of life’s risks and deter- 
mination against history’s aggressions. 

“But this naive pro-Israelism has its limits. It 
.fails bofo to counter anti- Jewish activity and as 


an instrument for controlling relations between 
the Go! a and Israel. These are still based ex- 
clusively on aid to Israel, involving a single act: 
giving money, and by a sole form of solidarity: 
financial participation." 

For Bornstein the consequences of this are dis- 
astrous. Except in time of war, financial results 
are subject to the law of diminishing returns. 
Cash-flow can never fully meet Israel’s needs, 
and this engenders permanent mid reciprocal 
dissatisfaction between the Gola and Israel. 

Bornstein says: "This method excludes 
' everybody — and particularly youth — who can- 
not afford charity, but who nevertheless have 
something else to offer: their personal efforts on 
a temporary ir permanent basis. It also has the 
perverse effect of creating a superiority com- 
plex in the donor and an image of Israel as the 
Jews’ under-developed country. Money always 
- separates men and. in the case of the Jews, it 
does this in a particularly radical manner. Herzl 
was right in - denouncing philanthropy as *tbe 
cancer of the Jewish people.”’ 

Bornstein himself denounces the deliberate ed- 
cuatlon which la presented between Zionism and 
the State of Israel: “This form of confusion is 
used to transplant into the Gola ail the domestic 
quarrels of foe Jewish State. Tourist travel to 
Israel is raised to foe level of a Jewish virtue, or 
at least institution. It’s ret urn- ticket Zionism. 

“This curious form of reasoning Is used by 
many Jews who love Israel to claim foe privilege 
of criticising foe country. Since they do nqt 
assume any responsibility for Israel, they have 
no right to do foils. We hear French Jews deman- 
ding that Israel should be more socialist or more 
religious. But who asks them, as outsiders, to 
meddle in Israel’s affairs?" 

Bornstein stresses that Zionism is an Ideology 
with a system of analyses and ideas leading to a 
choice and a form' of action: ally a. 

Concept of tbe State 

He adds: "The concept of the Jewish State as a 
‘refuge-state, ’ a haven for victims, asylum for 
survivors, is totally foreign to the concept of 
Zionism. The Jewish State is foe superior and ac- 
complished form of Judaism, as the first Chief 
Rabbi Abraham Isaac Kook taught: am Tora 
erettt . " 

Bornstein also offers his own alternatives to 
the existing system of allya. He calls for a wide- 
ranging study programme to make basic Zionist 
literature easily available. The classical Zionist 
works have almost ail disappeared from French 
bookshops. The Technical Education Service of 
foe French National Jewish Social Fund has 
even closed its own bookstore tn Paris, says 
Bornstein. 

Bomstein’s programme includes creation of 
study groups to become foe basic cells of a non- 
political Zionist movement. He would recruit 
both Zionists and anti-Zionists to hold debates on 
the Issue of the return to the Jewish State. 

Bornstein says: “Israel must put forward an 
educational programme for each country. The , 
Diaspora refuses to send -youngsters to Israel, 
because this means foe' self-destruction of foe 
Diaspora." 

He adds that Israel could help remedy this 
situation by not sending so many political 
nominees to Jewish Agency jobs abroad. 

•'■These are the ideas in which I strongly 
believe. I am devoting all my free time to 
propagating them. But I feel the time has come 
for me to seek peace and quiet, to learn Hebrew 
so that I can succeed in my own aliya."

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‘Carter’s luck will not last much longer 


PROF. WALTER LAQUEUR, the 
. eminent historian, believes that the 
Carter Administration has been 
lucky so far. “It sow has bees in 
power for nearly eight months and it 
has not faced one serious global 
crisis,” he said. 

During an extended interview in 
his Washington office, Laqueur 
recalled that former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger was faced 
with the Tom fQppur War only one 
month after taking office. 

But Carter’s luck will not last 
much longer, the scholar predicted. 
And only when the new Administra- 
tion is faced with a serious crisis, 
“will we be able to have a clearer 
picture of what it Is like — whether it 
is able to function at a time of crisis, 
and whether it has all the qualities 
one expects from a government dur- 
ing such a time.” 

Laqueur, who is 'considered an 
authority on the Soviet Union, was 
asked whether the Kremlin’s 
leadership will test the Carter Ad- 
ministration. 

“I think they have been testing it,” 
he replied matter-of-factly. “Not in 
such a dramatic way as in Cuba dur- 
ing the early 1960s; but they think 
that the Administration is under 
domestic pressure to reach a new 
SALT agreement, which will he a lit- 
tle more favourable to the Soviet 
Union than to the U.S. At the same 
time, there may be a little testing in 
the Middle East or in Africa. What 
form it will take, we do not know." 

But Laqueur quickly makes the 
point that the Russians also have 
problems of their own — something 
that people here often forget. One of 


their major problems, he said, is the 
question of productivity, which has 
been going down during the past few 
years. He said that this Is a long- 
term problem, one which will 
bedevil the Soviets during the 80s. In 
the past, this issue didn't “matter so 
much because there was an i nf i n i t e 
reservoir of people from the coun- 
tryside who could come to town. 
Now. this does not exist, and produc- 
tivity, the growth rate, is going 
down, despite the Soviet Union's oil 
and minerals.” 

Unfortunately for the Soviets, 
most of their oil and minerals “are In 
places where it's either impossible 
or very expensive to get to them." 

THE SOVIETS also have other 
problems; Their allies in Eastern 
Europe have "suffered as much as 
the West from the oil crisis and from 
the rising price of minerals. 

"In other words, the Soviet Union, 
which benefited since 1973 from 
some of these countries, now has to 
help them. And if Moscow doesn't 
help, it may face serious political dif- 
ficulties, especially in Poland.” 

Laqueur said the Soviets also have 
a ■‘biological” problem. “Its 
leadership is now over 70 years old. 
without exception.” He noted that 
the elevation ot Leonid Brezhnev to 
the posts of president and first party 
secretary does not mean that all 
power is now concentrated in his- 
hands. 

"On the contrary.” he said. “It 
means that his colleagues were will- 
ing to give him that power because 
the country recognises that he — 
either because of his age or his other

infirmities — is no longer in a posi- 
tion to be a dictator. And he probably 
doesn’t even want to be one." 

Laqueur feels that "sooner or later 
— probably in 1978 — there will be a 
shift, new people will come in. I think 
the struggle for power has already 
begun. It could be very interesting 
Indeed because, in Russia, basically 
nothing much has changed on the 
domestic front or in foreign affairs 
since Khrushchev’s fall some 15 
years ago.” 

Laqueur is not so much Interested 
in knowing who the new Russian 
leadership will be, but "what will 
they stand for.” He says that it is dif- 
ficult to know whether they will be 
more interested in domestic or 
foreign affairs. But they probably 
won’t have much choice. "If you are 
a leader of a superpower, you are 
drawn into foreign affairs," he 
•noted. 

"It could well be that these 
younger, more dynamic people will

have to prove themselves — 
something which Brezhnev and.. 
Kosygin did not have to do because 
they were at the top for a long time. 
The new leaders wm have to show 
that they are worthy successors. So 
here again, seen in this light, 1978 
could be a very Interesting year." 

WHAT ABOUT U.S. -Soviet relations 
in general? Laqueur is not all that 
concerned about the recent worsen- 
ing In ties between the superpowers. 
He does not blame Carter's human 
rights policy or any "mistakes" of 
the new Administration. It was "a 
natural result" of the anticlimax 
following the inflated expectations of 
the 1971-72 period, when "there was 
all the rhetoric of detente, 
generations of peace, and so on." 

American businessmen expected 
big deals, which did - not really, 
materialize. "Something materializ- 
ed but nothing as formidable as they 
thought.” he said. “And progress in 




SALT has been much slower than ex- 
pected. At the same time; there have 
- been disputes in various parts of the 
world — the Middle East. Africa and 
elsewhere." 

Washington's relations with China 
are not improving as quickly as had 
been anticipated, according to La- 
queur.' “Again,” he said, “the Ad- 
ministration does not know what to 
do. On the one hand, it would not 
make a good impression to give up' 
Taiwan- On the other, the Chinese 
themselves appear not to be In that 
much of a hurry, to establish (full) 
relations with the U.S." 

' Laqueur also discussed briefly 
America's relations with its allies in 
Western Europe. “A few months 
ago. Carter went to Englan d ' and 
everyone, came away from the talks 
and said that relations were , ex- 
cellent and would be even better. But 
events since then have shown that 
relations really are not all that 
good.” 

He gave as an example the fact 

that the West Germans are not pleas- 
ed about the value of the dollar going 
up. 

“There hasn't yet .been a real 
crisis ; but it is quite likely that there 
will be .one or more in the not too dis- 
tant future,” he warned. 

In what areas? "It could be In the 
economic field, because no Western 
country has quite overcome the 
effects of the big depression from 
1973 to 1975. Inflation goes on. not at 
the same rate as before. ..but still 
much higher than before the depres- 
sion. Hie question of Unemployment, : 
and especially of unemployment 
among the younger generation. 


which is a very serious- problem in 
view of Its political implications, is a 
very serious one.'’ 

There could also beicrisea in non- 
. economic areas.. Laqueur mentioned; 

the situation in Italy, and the elec- 
tions in. France next' spring. 
Violence, howe v er, is not .expected 
there, as it is to' Africa. 

■'THE' HORN of Africa is - a problem" 
area. "America andthe Soviet Union 
— .first the Soviet -Union'-— got in- 
volved in the Horn- AadJBghtlngcan- 
. throes there. And we have, the situa- 
tion In- South Africa, which - in - all 
probability will go on for. years." 

Then there is. the Mid dle EasL- 
where several crises are going on — 
not just: the Arah-Israeli dispute. 
“Most dramatic, of course, was the 
recent .fighting between Egypt and 
Libya. We all know that the situation 
in Syria Is' not that stable, and that 
Iraq has been trying to create some 
mischief for a long time. Saudi' 
Arabia- has-been very actively In- 
tervening in- various parts of Africa, 
in addition to the Middle East. To 
what extent the Saudis will be 
successful la too. early to say." 

Laqueur said that even Iran, 
‘“which was considered very stable 
as a result of Its enormous income 
from oil,- has ■ seen a change of 
government recently. 

"So I would say very boldly that 
1978 will be a year of instability in 
the economic and political field. This 
does ’ not -.mean anything 
catastrophic. I simply mean that 
1977. seen In retrospect, w as 
probably a quiet year, whereas 1978 
will be a little less quiet." □ - -

Dealing with a river scourge

MODENA, Italy (AP). — Italian 
Communists are serving up Cuban 
cocktails, Hungarian goulash and 
pasta by the ton at their annual 
festival, but for the first time are 
having to swallow a potentially 
serious challenge on their left flank. 

The National Festival of Units, a 
Marxist fair used to raise money for 
the party newspaper. Is trumpeting 
the Communists' big political gains 
since they won 36 per cent of the vote 
in elections last year. 

Thousands of faithful trekking the 
fair grounds to watch the Omsk 
dancers, hear Italian and foreign 
pop stars, run their hands over 
Bulgarian leather coats, and gaze up 
at huge placards in the green, white 
and red Italian tricolor proclaiming: 

“The programmatic accord closes 
an era of division and dis- 
crimination" — referring to the 
agreement with the ruling Christian 
Democrat Party giving the Com- 
munists a voice in policy-making 
and bringing them nearer to some 
power than they have been in 30 
years. 

The event, being held In this 
Communist-run city in. the so-called 
"Red Belt” around Bologna, Is the 
climax to 800 smaller festivals' stag- 
ed around the country this summer 
to spread the party's message and 


attract new voters. 

But the festivals have- also 
generated .an unprecedented amount 
of anti-Communiat violence by leftist 
youths .who in the past were counted 
on as potential party supporters. 

The youths have crashed party pop 
conce rts, refusing to pay the 1.000 or 
2,000 lire (IL11 to IL22) admission 
price, beaten up party officials and 
accused the Marxists of selling out 
their principles in an accommoda- 
tion with the Christian Democrats. 

The violence had its roots in a stu- 
dent occupation of the University of 
Rome last spring when leftist youths 
chased Communist union leader 
Luciano Lama off the campus. He 
told them to study, not demonstrate, 
but they accused him of being more 
interested in protecting the Jobs of 
his workers than finding Jobs for 
graduates. Of Italy's 1.3 million un- 
employed, 73 per cent are under 29. 

Then in June, a leftist student was 
shot dead -in Bologna and the city 
shut down a private student-run 
radio station authorities accused of 
instigating violence. 

Leftist extremists have now called 
a weekend rally In Boltfgna- 
Septeznber 24. and the Communists 
are demanding that order be kept. 

The Modena festival has' been 
violence-free, but the Communists 
are jittery. There was some ap- 


prehension when a group of long- 
haired youths walked Into the 
festival blowing horns and clanging 
gongs, but they turned out to be 
young party delegates from Naples. 

"Too much is being made of leftist 
anti -Communism," said a party 
functionary trying to minimize the 
challenge. "Look, in the last election 
the Communists and the Christian 
Democrats got 90 per cent' of the 
youth vote. How many people are we 
talking about?” 

The party appears to have gone 
out of its way, however, to .bring in 
- big-name entertainers to capture a 
youthful audience. Perhaps its 
biggest catch is Carlos Santana, the 
American Latin rock star, who la 
scheduled to appear tonight. Tickets 
are scaled down to 2,000 lire, a third 
of the usual price for a top pop con- 
cert in Italy. 

As in past years, the Soviets and 
Eastern European countries have in- 
dividual booths peddling such Items 
as . Russian dolls, and Yugoslav 
blouses. A Hungarian restaurant 
features Gypsy violinists while an 
East German snack bar serves up . 
sauerkraut and'wurst. ••• ' \] 

While the Italian "Communists 
have tangled ^Adth, Moscow; ove^j 
human rights and dement ’ — only 
recently the Italians protested the 
Soviets' refusal to issue a visa to an 
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Enrico Berttngner, head ot die 
party, but not star of the 
festivities.

Italian for the Moscow book fair — 
the issues are being played down 
here. 

Instead, the East European stands 
emphasize “positive achievements” 
— Hungary . for example stating,

jobs." 

But unlike past years, there is no 
“guest of honour country," a deci- 
sion reportedly made to avoid any 
Embarrassment of feting a country 
whose relations with the Italian 
Communists might be strained at the 
time. ■ 

The party says it has spent 450 
million lire, nearly half a million 
dollars, to stage the two-week 
Modena festival, which ends Sunday 
with an appearance by party leader 
Enrico Beriinguer, expected to at- 
tract 200,000 persona.

Poet News Service 
WAYEN,', Upper Volta. — Long ago, 
a terrible scourge struck the people 
along the Volta river. It stole their

Even now, after so many 
generations of suffering, the old and 
wise chief of Wayen village does not 
understand the source of his people’s 
misery. All he knows with certainty, 
he explains, is that as long as anyone 
can remember, the people have 
fallen sick and blind In great 
numbers, and he supposes they 
always will. 

- Chief Tons ana Ba Is a tall, hand- 
some man of simple dignity. He nods 
approvingly at an offering of & dozen 
kolanuts and, finding - a comfortable 
spot on the bare ground, sits amid a 
.group of villagers. They carry an- 
cient wooden hoes, and their legs are 
as thin as twigs, their eyes flooded 
with milky whiteness.

'MELBOURNE (Ofns). — When 
Australia abolished the “six o’clock 
swill" — the barbaric ritual that 
combined early evening closing 
hours with staggering drunkenness 
— .It was an attempt to improve the 
country's beery Image. 

Yet ten years later, the nation is in 
the grip of what Bob Hawke, the 
president of the Confederation of 
Trades -Unions, believes Is fast 
becoming "the all-Australian night- 
mare” — alcoholism. 

At the last official count, about 5 
per cent of the adult population were 
known alcoholics, tile cost to the 
economy in*. lost working time and 
reduced efficiency was $700m. an- 
nually and, most frightening of ail, 
the number of women and young 
people with "drink problems" was 
climbing rapidly. 

Australians' have always been 
noted for their dr in k i ng prowess : the 
sight of cavernous estde (portable 
ice-boxes) filled with beer is a 
familiar one wherever two or more 
men are gathered together and the 
"great Australian thirst" is a 
catchword In a nation that ranks 
ninth in the world league table of 
drinking peoples. 

A short time ago, criticism by 
government or private agency of 
these drinking habits would have 
met with abuse or even physical 
retaliation. But today, amongst the 
litter of bottles and cans, Australia la 
starting to take a more sober view of 
the drinking scene — and is extreme- 
ly worried by what it sees. * 

The New South Wales young 
Liberals have called for. a ban on all 
alcohol advertising; IS brewers have 
pledged 5100,000 annually to in- 
vestigate the dangers of drink, and 
the ACTU, employers federation and 
the NSW government have launched 
a joint employee assistance 
programme for alcohol and drug 
problems- When it conducted a 
seminar recently, Qantas, the civil - 
service and private firms sent along 
delegates. 

They heard Bob Hawke say: "We 
want the problem drinking employee 
on the assembly line treated with the - 
same sensitivity as the problem . 
drinking manager in the executive 
suite. Cover-up and dismissal most 
make way for treatment and 
recovery."

ly among the middle-aged. 
“Women's liberation has done much 
to encourage women to go to bars 
and hotels to drink after work/’ he 
claims. 

A recent study of 10,000 people at 
Sydney University showed that 58 
per cent of women questioned ad- 
mitted to "a dangerous level of 
drinking’’ compared with 48 per cent 
of men. The survey attributed 
women’s increasing addiction to 
drink as primarily caused by 
boredom. 

The. latest government figures 
show that Australians spend 33. on 
alcohol for every $3 they spend on 
food. They enclosed that alcoholism 
was killing 55 per cent more people . 
than 10 years, ago. In 1974/75 the 
country drank nearly B00 million 
gallons of beer, 40 million gallons of 
wine and four million gallons of 
spirits. 

Paradoxically, Australians are 
now drinking less beer. Its consump- 
tion has fallen by about five million 
gallons in. the last year, but this has 
been more than matched by the turn 
to wines and spirits. 

The Australian male until recently 
regarded wine as "poofter’s punch. " ' 
Today, however, a massive increase 
in vineyard cultivation, improved 
production techniques and expensive . 
marketing Ms left the country afloat 
is an abundance, particularly of . 
reds. In ten years, wine drinking — 
in bottles, huge glass flagons and - 
cardboard CaskB(the wine is sealed 
inside in plastic skins complete with 
tap) — has doubled. . 

Outside Australia, its wine is vir- 
tually unknown. -But locally-made - 
beer has reached the international 
market in large quantities. Apart 
from Britain, Fosters, for instance,, 
is now a part of the American 
market. It landed seven million cans 
there in 1974-75 and Swan Brewery is 
beginning to sell on the East Coajft. 

Whether a drinks advertising ban 
could ever be effectively applied — 
even (f the ad agencies and the 
brewers agreed — isa moot point. 
How could it cope with a shot of 
former Australian tennis champion, 
John Newcombe, after & tennis 
finals, clutching a can and saying "I 
drink five of these after every five 
■setter"? And when three senior 
Australian cricket - professionals 
claimed .a Qantas 24-hour record of ' 
42 large cans during their flight from 
Sydney to London, the achievement 
rated national headlines here. The

Jerusalem must not be permitted 
to become a city solely of hotels, 
schools and seminaries, the new 
Minister of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism — Yigal-Hurrtts — asserted 
yesterday. 

1 The Minister spoke at the King 
David Hotel after touring Jerusalem 
factories as guest of the Capital’s 
manufacturers association. 

“Tourism, If yon call it an in- 
dustry' is a good industry indeed,” 
Hurvltz declared. Its added value is 
about 88 per cent, much better than 
the 4S, 90 or 65 per cent -added value 
averaged ' by manufacturing in- 
dustries. 

"Nevertheless. Jerusalem would 
be making a serious mistake If it did 
not diversify its industry. Tourism is 
too volatile a business upon which to- 
build your main economic base. We 
all know what can happen to the 
hotel trade when there is. a serious 
political occurrence. So, the Capital 
must develop more of the production 
type of industries."

Some statistics presented at the.

The- Ministry of Industry. 
Commerce and Tourism will hire 
American lawyers to protect Israeli 
exporters against attempts, by a 
small number of American firms, to 
block imports from Israel under the 
General Scheme of Preferences. 

According to an agreement reach- 
ed last year with the U.S.. Israel en- 
joys general customs preferences on 
some 2,700 products. In exchange. 
Israel has reduced Its tariffs on 
many Imports from the U.S. to the 
same level as that of the European 
Economic Community. 

An American interdepartmental 
committee, headed by a judge, hears 
appeals by American producers 
against customs preferences on 
goods which compete with U.S. 
production. Until now ten U.S. 
manufacturers have appealed 
against customs preferences for 
Israeli products. So far none of these 
appeals has been granted. One 
appeal, against Beged-Or's leather 
products, was rejected, and an 
attempt to prevent the import of 
Iacar-xnade cutting tools was block- 
ed until April 3978, 

The other , appeals are still pen- 
ding.' and in order not to establish a 
precedent whereby Israeli products 
are excluded from the preferences 


on the basis of such appeals, the In- 
dustry Ministry has decided to en- 
sure legal protection. All the costs of 
this defence of Israel’s trade in- 
terests will be borne by the Govern- 
ment. although the appeals filed are 
generally against individual 
producers. 

In 1978 Israel exported to the U.S. 
600 products included in the list of 
Customs preferences. That year total 
Israeli exports to the U.S. grew by 42 
per cent, while the exports of the 
products included In the preference 
Ust increased by 56 per cent. The 
product groups which mainly 
benefited from the preferences 
were chemicals, rubber and plastic 
products, electrical and electronic 
equipment, airplanes and jewellery. 

According to the Foreign Trade 
Division fin the ministry, the inclu- 
sion of Israel in the General Scheme 
of Preferences has enabled Israel to 
improve its competitive position vis- 
a-vis other developing countries, 
which enjoyed the same customs 
exemptions earlier. 

Israel Is still not making full use of 
the preferences; since out of a Ust of 
2,700 eligible products only 600 have 
actually been exported. The 
ministry is therefore looking 
forward to an expansion of those 
product lines on which' U.S. customs 
on imports from Israel have been 
eliminated.

TEL AVIV. — In the early years of 
the State Israelis were not In the 
habit of locking their firorrt doors 
when they left the house. But things 
have changed sfcice then- Home 
burglaries have risen at an alarming 
rate in recent years. Much attention 
is being paid currently to the use of 
proper door locks. 

Providing maximum safety tor 
home owners is the business of the 
S.E. Yardeni (Metal Products) Ltd. 
company. The Bnei Brak firm 
employs more than 100 workers in 
producing a broad line of locks and 
padlocks. The firm’s expertise, ac- 
quired over 30 years, 'trill result In 
about 8200,000 worth of exports tMa 
year. 

Daniel Yardeni, the second- 
generation manager and part owner 
of the firm: ‘explained that it is not 
really possible to provide foolproof 
burglary protection. "A skilled 
burglar will be able to break) in. 
regardless of the type of lock used. It 
Is our job to provide locks which 
make the breaking-in process as 
lengthy, laborious and noiae- 
producing as possible," Yardeni ex- 
plained. 

Even before discussing the In- 
tricacies of some of his locks 
Yardeni showed how a simple 
device, which most home owners can 
install themselves, can increase 
security. It consists of an angled 
plate witlxa hole in itand apJate with _ 
a pgjhg. T£e angled jdate Is screwed 
to the 'jamb of the door near the 
hinge, while opposite it. the plate 
with the prong ts fastened to the door 
wing. When the door la closed, the 
prong mates with the hole in the 
angled plate, securing the door in 
place. It will now be very difficult to 
tear the hinge from the jamb. 

The device la based an the same 
principle as that used in the ar- 


moured doors of most bank aafea. It 
is an inexpensive and efficient way 
to increase safety. Two seta of the 
angled plates cost about IL16. 

Having been once in the em- 
barrassing situation of having to 
break into my own apartment. I ask- 
ed Yardeni whether Us lock would 
have withstood -my successful 
breaking-in efforts solely with the 
use of a sturdy screwdriver. The 
secret of my success was to lodge the 
screwdriver into the steel shield 
where -the bolt rested and to push it 
back into the' lock. 

"The answer to this problem Is 
relatively simple," Yardeni said. 
"Our locks have a special steel shield 
welded to the inside of the lock, which' 
protects the bolt in its forward posi- 
tion. The shield blocks attempts to 
push. the bolt into the case of the lock 
by the use of a crowbar or a screw- 
driver." 

Home protection, according to 
Yardeni, is beat achieved by a com- 
bination of two locks along with two 
sets of the special Unge guards. The 
Oded and GIbor trade-named locks 
were suggested as the proper com- 
bination. Both of these locks, which 
have steel cases and bolts of die-cast 
zinc alloy, should be further 
protected by a set of security roses. 
These are plates, fastened from the 
inside, surrounding the lock cylinder 
to prevent tampering. 

An important facet of all door- 
lex: king devices is the key. To my , 
-cha^in Jl diacovered .thal.n&fc .own.'-, 
key was a poor copy of an .original ,, 
key. which could be easily bent' or '* 
broken. By contrast, the Yardeni 
nickel-plated, leaded-brass alloy key 
blank' withstood all my efforts to I 
bend it. 1 

A safety unit .consisting of two 
locks and two sets' of binge guards 
costs about IL230, not Including In- 
stallation. This seems a reasonable 
price to pay tor home protection.

" bringing Is kosher. • 

He noted that although the 
Canadians are well experienced In 
food competitions (they won second 
place in the International Food 
Olympics In Frankfurt last year), 
t his is their first kosher event. After 


eating at Dan. HU ton, and Canadian 
Pacific hotels In Israel, he was 
“amazed" that the food was so good 
and varied. 

In Canada there has been a return 
to ethnic food over the past few 
years, he said. In such cities as 
Toronto and Montreal it is possible to 
taste food of all the various Im- 
migrant groups which have come to 
the country. 

He said the response to the 
Jerusalem event was excellent. This 
was especially noteworthy Inasmuch 
as toe coffers of the association had 
been emptied by the Frankfurt 
meeting last year and all the par- 
ticipants are paying their own way. 

Among the many dishes that will 
be served by the Canadians Is 
fiddlehead greens, a vegetable that 
grows only In Canada* a Maritime 
Provinces.

LONDON (UPI). — The Civil Avia- 
tion Authority (GAA) Wednesday 
granted Laker Airways permission 
to operate its new no-frills tran- 
satlantic “Skybrain” service from 
Gatwick airport In London. 

Laker chief Freddie Laker asked 
the Authority last week for permis- 
sion to use Gatwick airport rather 
than rural Stanstead. He contended 
it was “unfair, unreasonable and un- 
realistic” for his company to be fenc- 
ed to use such & remote airport when 
other major airlines would operate 
cut-price services from Heathrow 
airport- 

The CAA also ruled that there 
would be no restriction on the 
number of cheap seats available on 
each flight and that “Skytrain" 
could use the “piece” baggage' 
system rather than the weight 
system. 

But the Authority attached a new 
condition — that tickets be sold and 
passengers and their baggage be 
checked' in outside toe boundaries of 
Gatwick airport A spokesman said 
the measure was designed to relieve 
congestion at the airport. 

Laker’s new service is scheduled 
to begin on September 26. The price 
of the London-New York run wifi be 
$236 return. Tickets can be 
purchased only on the day of flight. 
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HAIFA. — The District Court has ap- 
pointed! a receiver for the Maksal 
appliances discount house here, 
which opened Its doors for business 
only a few months ago. Receivership 
was applied for by Haim Popowitz of 
the firm's management, on the 
grounds that the company owed 
millions of pounds to suppliers and 
• lacked capital to finance its current 
business. 

At the request of several of the 
suppliers, quantities of goods in the 
store have already been attached. 
On Rosh Hashana eve bailiffs 
removed quantities of calculators, 
washing machines, gas stoves, 
stereo sets and vacuum cleaners. 
Claims for many hundreds of 


thousands of pounds more have been 
received by the bailiffs office. The 
temporary receiver is now examin- 
ing toe firm's condition. 

The Maksal discount house 
sold. goods to subscribers at reduced 
prices. Each subscriber paid a IL600 
membership fee, which went to 
provide the firm's working capital. 
At one time the store employed a 
staff of 20, but many were later dis- 
missed. 

It is not yet clear what 
arrangements will be made to 
safeguard the membership fees of 
subscribers. Some customers have 
already filed claims in the 
Magistrates Court for toe delivery of 
goods they paid for. 


Drawing the line between passenger 
and commercial motor vehicles

The Treasury and the Transport' 
Ministry are working out a re- 
definition of motor vehicles, with the 
Intention of distinguishing more, 
clearly between commercial and 
private vehicles. 

According to these proposals, 
there will be three categories of 
vehicles for customs and tax pur- 
poses. The first will be vehicles 
originally constructed as passenger 
cars, weighing no more than 2.2 tons 
and up to 1.75 metres high. Such 
vehicles will in all cases be con- 
sidered as private cars, even if some 
of their roar windows are closed off 


or if they have a cargo compart- 
ment. 

Only vehicles in which the cabin is 
separate from the rear area, or 
vehicles weighing more than 2.2 tons 
which are destined for commercial 
use. will be classified as such. 

Licence fees will be charged ac- 
cording to these classifications. This 
will eliminate the practice of closing 
oft rear windows of passenger care 
to qualify them for licensing pur- 
poses as commercial vehicles. The 
customs duties on private cars and 
vehicles so far classified as commer- 
cial, but built as one unit, have 
already been unified since last year. 


Holiday caused vegetable shortage

TKL AVIV. — The Rosh Haahana 
and Id-eJ-FItr holidays which fell on 
the same date this year (Id-el-FStr 
continues today) brought about a 
shortage of vegetables and fruits in 
the market here. There were also 
reports of shortages of eggs in some 
supermarkets, which may be due to 
the holidays combined with the hot 
weather of recent weeks. However, 
there are still large guantities of sur- 
plus eggs in cold storage and there is 
nothing to worry about. Agriculture 
Ministry officials told The 


Jerusalem Post. They also think that 
vegetables and fruits will again be 
available by Sunday. Just toe same, 
they caution housewives to shop ear- 
ly, because next week Is a short one, 
Wednesday being the eve of Yom 
Kippur. 

The secretary of toe Association of 
Service Station Owners. Yisrael 
Strick. told The Post that there were 
no shortages of petrol at service 
stations during the holiday, as had 
been feared earlier. 

He thinks that due to the high price 
of petrol fewer people took to the 
roads during the holiday. 


North Sea oil secures UK’s future 


ABERDEEN, Scotland (AP). — The 
North Sea oil bonanza will bring 
energy self-sufficiency to Britain by 
the 1980s. but it should not be viewed 
as “a sort of national win on the foot- 
ball pools," a government minister 
warned Wednesday. 

Dickson Mabon told the Offshore 


Europe Conference here that North 
Sea oil and gas production will pour 
£Sb. (IL87.5b.) into the national 
treasury between now and 1980. 

By 19S5, annual revenue derived 
from Britain's offshore development 
is expected to reach dC3.5b. (IL60b.), 
Mabon predicted. 
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Collision with Carter 

EVER SINCE the end of 2967 — after the Arabs at the Khartoum 
conference rejected the notion of granting Israel peace in ex- 
change, for territory — there has been a simmering dispute 
between Israel and tfie United States. 

Stated simply, the U.S. denied the legitimacy and the prac- 
ticability of Israel's holding on to the territories captured in 
2967. despite the Khartoum negatives. Moreover, the U.S. held 
that, in a peace settlement, Israel should withdraw from these 
territories, including the West Bank, virtually in toto. 

Recognized borders alone would provide secure borders, the 
Americans argued. Israel contended that only secure borders 
could lead to recognized borders. 

This difference illustrated a basic premise in American think 
ing about the Arab-Israel conflict: when the Arabs said “no” - 
especially collectively as at Khartoum — it meant “no;” when ‘ 
Israel said “no,** it meant “no, hut." 

As a result the U.S. accepted as an immutable fact that the 
Arabs could never agree to hand over Arab territory to the 
Jewish State. Peace based on significant territorial com- 
promise was out of the question. But when Israel said it would 
never return to the 1967 borders, the Americans were less im- 
pressed. “Perhaps not exactly 1967," they told themselves, “but 
something very, very close." 

In part, these contrasting U.S. perceptions about the mutabili- 
ty or reasonableness of Arab and Israel positions arose from the 
sense that Washington had greater leverage over Israel. 
Perhaps they were also due to ambiguities in Israel’s position. 

Yet because the Arabs refused to declare any readiness to 
consider peace with Israel, this dispute between Jerusalem and 
Washington over the territorial issue remained largely veiled, 
until 1973. And with ft, also hidden from clear view, was the 
American tendency to accept the immutability of collective 
Arab policy. 

Since 1973, a second point of conflict has arisen between Israel 
and the United States — the disposition of what is known as the 
problem of the Palestinians. Prior to the Yom Klppur War, the ! 
issue was seen as a problem of refugees on the one hand, and oc- 
cupied Jordanian territory — namely the West Bank — on the 
other. Jordan was viewed, by the' U.S., as the “logical 
negotiator" for the West Bazik. 

Slowly this conception began to change. When, in 1974, the 
Rabat conference made the PLO “the sole legitimate represen- 
tative of the Palestinian People” Washington switched as well. 
Turning its back on Jordan and defying known Israeli views, the 
U.S. sought ways of “bringing the Palestinians into the. 
negotiating process.” 

Once again American policy-makers accepted a collective 
Arab decision as a fact of life and discounted the finality of 
Israel's warnings that it would not agree to any moves that 
could promote establishment of a Palestinian state. 

Mr. Carter and his administration have gone even further in 
flouting Israel’s position. They have declared the need for a 
“homeland” for the Palestinians, sought to ease the way fbr . 
PLO participation in Geneva, and now have said more or less 
that Palestinian participation in Geneva talks has become a 
specific American responsibility. 

All of these American actions are distinct steps in the direc- 
tion of a Palestinian state. They are equally distinct steps in the' 
direction of a bitter clash with Israel. They have been taken 
because, as in the past, the U.S. believes Israel more malleable 
and more susceptible to American pressure. , 

It should be made plain- that this is a most dangerous 
American course. Even in Israel, the U.S. view oh the territorial 
issues was considered legitimate, even if it was not widely 
accepted. But American support for a Palestinian state would 
pit the Carter Administration against virtually the entire 
Jewish citizenry of Israel. 

It is a formula for absolute deadlock. Therein lies its danger. 

It is also a formula which will elicit the full measure of Jewish 
determination and resilience in the face of what must be con- 
ceived as an elementary threat to Israel's existence. 

It is, moreover, a formula which does not seem to be 
necessary. The problem of the political status and self- 
expression of the Palestinians can be resolved without a third 
state wedged between Jordan and Israel. 

It can, therefore, be argued that American support of a 
Palestinian state and American courting of the FLO are 
motivated by a' more specifically American interest — namely, 
an interest in Saudi Arabia, whose feudal rulers would prefer to 
keep the radical Arab terrorists busy running a state of their 
own, rather than intimidating or blackmailing them. 

Whether or not such a motivation is a factor in American 
policy and statements on the Palestinians, there can be no doubt 
that they collide directly and unambiguously with Israel's most 
vital interests. 

Mr. Begin and Mr. Carter, understandably perhaps, have 
decided to refrain from airing their differences in public. This 
may ease private communication, but it does not conceal the 
grave conflict that now exists. 
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SINCE TAKING office last January, 
President Jimmy Carter has met 
with four Israelis — former Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi ShJomo Gores. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and Am- 
bassador Stmeha Dlnitz. Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan ti who meets 
with Carter next Monday at the 
White House, would do well to go 
over the minutes of those earlier 
meetings, and to draw some lessons 
from them if he hopes to make an im- 
pact on the President. 

- As is well known by now. Carter 
and Rabin did not hit it off, to put it' 
mildly. Carter had hoped that Rabin 
would privately show some flexibili- 
ty in presenting the Israeli position, 
but the then Prime Minister refused 
to go further in private than he would 
in public. Carter was disappointed . 
Besides, their personalities jizst did 
not mesh. 

On the other hand, the President 
liked Chief Rabbi Goren, finding Wm 
sincere and honest, even though 
Carter disagreed with several of the 
Rabbi's fundamental beliefs regar- 
ding the Land of Tisrael. White 
House aides make the point that 
Carter was genuinely impressed by 
the Chief Rabbi's biblical 
references. 

During their talks in Washington 
In July, Carter and Begin seemed to 
hit it off. They both stressed the 
positive in their statements, one 
heaping praise upon the other. And 
Carter came away from the more 
than five hours of talks convinced

that there was some flexibility in the 
Begin stance. 

WHAT SEEMED to spoil the start of 
an apparently positive relationship 
was Be gin’s decision, to go ahead 
with new settlements beyond the 
“green line” in advance of a renew- 
ed Geneva conference. _ . 

’ Presidential aides have passed the 
word that the 'Pr esi d e n t was very 
disappointed in the Prime Minister's 
actions, even “hurt" by them. 
Unless Begin should change bis 
Government's policies on the settle- 
ment Issue, it is unlikely that Carter 
would roll out a very red carpet for 
the Prime Minister the next time he 
comes to Washington. In fact, some 
Administration officials say Carter 
is so mod at Begin -that be would 
rather not see him at all in the near 
future. 

Carter has a good relationship 
With Ambassador Dinltz, whom he 
has known for more than four years. 
A month after Dinltz arrived in 
Washington in 1973, the Israeli envoy 
Hew to Atlanta, Georgia, to present . 


the then Governor Carter with an 
Israel Bonds Award, and to spend 
the weekend at the Governor's man- 
sion. 

The President, today has high 
regard for Dinitz. He respects Dinltz 
as a capable diplomat. who accurate- 
ly represents his Government’s 
positions. Dinltz, moreover, can 
"speak the President's language," 
having spent a great many years in 
the U.S. 

Which leads us to the fifth Israeli 
who will shortly meet Carter — 
Moshe Dayan. 

ON PAPER. Dayan has all the 
qualifications to get along well with 
the President. The foreign m i n ister 
is a known quantity among 
Americans, a recognized figure 
widely appreciated for his wartime 
leadership. . Despite the setbacks 
sustained during the Initial phase of ' 
the Yom Kippur War, the ex-general 
la still one of the most popular 
Israelis in the U.S. ranking right up 
there with Golda Meir and Abba 
Eban. 


Dayan is also respected among the 
foreign, policy bureaucracy ; in 
Washington. He was well liked by. 
fbrmer Secretary of State Henry 
Rhurtegeir because of his innovative 
concepts. And Kissinger's “praise for 
Dayan filtered, down through the 
. State. Department. ' 

This has caused Quite a number of 
people in Washington .to expect 
Dayan to be carrying in his bag new 
Ideas designed to break the current 
impasse in the negotiations. * 

. Already, Dayan has laid the 
groundwork for a successful visit by 
presenting his proposals for a solu- 
tion to the West Bank problem, one 
based on "a functional division of 
authority. “The Dayan Plan" has • 
been well received in newspaper 
editorials so far (both “The New 
York Times’: and “The Washington 
post” h*v 6 called on the Administra- 
tion to give it' serious consideration) . 

.There is another advantage that 
Dayan; has going for himself. To 
Americans, the eye-patched general- 
turned- dip loin at has undoubted 
charisma: Like - him or hot Dayan 


THERE ARE two ways in which 
prisoners may obtain their release 
before having served their fall 
. sentences: through a parole board or 
by presidential intervention. 

Under the Modes of Punishment 
Law, a parole board, comprising a 
district-court Judge, a representa- 
tive of the Commissioner of Prisons 
- and a physician.' or educator, must 
review the sentence of every 
prisoner who has served two-thirds 
of his time. After consultation with 
the Attorney General and the proba- 
tion service, and after giving the 
prisoner himself an opportunity to 
present his case, the parole board 
must decide whether or not to 
recommend his immediate release. 
If the board recommends a 
prisoner's release. The Police 
Minister is bound by law to accept 
the recommendation. 

IS special circumstances, upon the 
recommendation of the parole 
board, the Police Minister may 
order the prior release of a prisoner 
who has not served two-thirds of Ids 
term. One of the “special cir- 
cumstances'' la chronic ill- health. In 
practice, however, this provision has ■ 
been invoked In the past only when a 
prisoner has been in extremis, and 
the prison authorities have wished to 
avoid his actually dying behind bars. 

In exercising its discretion as to 
whether to recommend the release 
of a prisoner, the parole board, 
which is a quasi-judicial body, will 
take into account not only social and 
legal considerations — as proffered 
by the probation service and the At- 
torney General — but will also, most 
properly, consider the .exigencies of 
times (such as the need to dis- 
courage the rise of crime and cor- 
ruption) and the general effect that a 
release might have on public 
morale. 

THE SECOND method" by which a - 
prisoner may obtain early release is 
through the exercise of the 
President’s prerogative, vested in 
him by the Basic Law, “to pardon 
offenders and to lighten penalties, by 
the reduction or commutation 
thereof.”

Pardons in perspective 


In exercising this prerogative, the 
President may only be moved by 
considerations of compassion and 
clemency. But in order to decide 
whether an application ter mercy 
can be justifiably granted, he most 
examine each case thoroughly on the 
basis of reports from the prison ser- 
vice, the social welfare authorities, 
medical experts, and whatever other 
source he feds called upon to con- 
sult. 

Since the President does not have 
a large organizational staff at his 
disposal, most of this Information is 
gathered for him by the office of the 
Justice Minister, and only where 1 the 
President feels he requires ad- 
ditional facts will he Initiate further 
enquiries through his own legal 
assistant. 

Before making up his mind finally 
the President will consult the Justice 
Minister. The President is not, 
however, bound by law to accept the 
minister's opinion, since the decision 
to grant a pardon or to lighten a 
penalty comes within his sole and ex- 
clusive authority. 

But the practice, has grown 
through the years of the President 
accepting the recommendation of 
the Justice Minister, although there 
have been two or three occasions -in 
the past when Presidents' have 
granted pardons over the objections 
of the Justice Minister, and %ven two 
pr„ three instances- when ‘the 
minister’s recommendation for mer- 
cy was rejected. ' 

CONSTITUTIONAL EXPERTS say 
that while the President may 
justifiably re ject a recommendation 
ter pardon or reduction of sentence 
by the Justice Minister, he cannot 


grant a pardon or reduce a sentence 
If the minister objects, as he is 
bound by the terms of section 12 of 
the President’s Law. 

This states that the signature of 
the President on an official docu- 
ment must be countersigned; by- the 
Prime Minister or -some other . 
minister designated for the purpose. 
(This stipulation was introduced to 
provide some kind of parliamentary 
responsibility tor the President's sc- ' 

- tions. since he himself is not respon- 
sible to the Knesset.) 

It may; however, be possible to cir- 
cumvent this provision by presen- 
ting the presidential pardon, or- 
reduction of sentence. In verbal, 
terms only, thus eliminating the . 
need tor a signature and counter- 
signature. And, in fact, a President 
has granted pardons without the ap- 
proval of ‘the Justice Minister. 

But whatever the constitutional 
position may be, one thing is ab- 
- solutely dear: a presidential pardon 
has nothing whatever to do with law 
or with the judicial process. It is 
purely an act of mercy exercised at 
the discretion of the President, and 
*'as such It cannot — or, at least it • 
should not — be baaed on public opi- 
nion, which can be notoriously un- 
merciful and changeable, depending 
on the mood of the moment. 

- Furthermore, any such presiden- 
tial act cannot be deemed to be in 
defiance of a parole board's negative 
decision or In contradiction of the 
High Court of Justice's cqpfirmatjon 
of such a decision. Because, firstly, 
the considerations by which the 
President Is moved are completely 
divorced from those by which the 
parole boards should be moved; and, 
secondly, the whole Institution of 


presidential pardons is Independent 
of, and additional to, the judicial 
process (if It were to bow to the 
.latter, it’ would be completely 
superfluous) . - 

TO PASS from the general to the 
particular, let us consider the Ben- 
sion case. The President had already 
received appeals to pardon Bension, 
or at least reduce his sentence , when 
Mr. Zadok was Justice Minister. 

He then set in motion the wheels of 
investigation and became personally 
. satisfied that it would be a justifiable' 
act of mercy .to reduce Bens ion's 
sentence from actual Imprisonment 
to' a suspended sentence (while leav- 
ing the fine Imposed by the courts in- 
tact). because of his very precarious 
state of health. 

At the time, however, the Freed- '■ 
dent was given to understand by Mr. 
Z&dok that he would not agree to any 
such act of mercy for reasons which 
he considered well-founded.-- (Mr.'. 
Zadok belie ves-that since ill-healtb Is 
one of the grounds stated in tile law ter 
release by a parole board. It should 
not also serve.. as. -ia reason for 
presidential pardon.) President Kat- 
rir, unlike his predecessors, was not 
prepared to exercise his presidential 
prerogative against the wishes of the 
minister. - • ' ■ 

But then there was a change of 
government and,. in addition; further 
medical evidence strengthened the 
president’s fear that he might have 
Bension’s death In- prison an hia con- 
science.

MORTGAGES FOR IMMIGRANTS 


To the Editor q/T/ie Jerusalem Past 

Sir, — I am an American conser- 
vative, and a ‘Jew, who tor mstny 
years has welcomed The Jerusalem 
Post by airmail from Israel with 
great pleasure. It is one of the great 
newspapers of the world, Intelligent- 
ly written with a minimum of jour- 
nalistic bias ao prevalent In today's 
media. 

For many years. I have as well 
closely read “Human Events," also 
an excellent journal which correctly 
reflects American conservative 
thinking. Thus I feel qualified .to 
comment on Mr. Stevfen Loewy's ar- 
ticle from Washington, “The 
American right warms up to Israel" 
(August 18 ) about which he 
demonstrates misleading and super- 
ficial understandings. 

Those Americans who are the true 
spiritual and intellectual leaders of 
conservative thought are on the 
■whole supporters of Israel/ Certainly 
there are exceptions, and of course 
there is a small number of strident 
far rightists who are anti-Semitic, 
but American conservatives are not 
bigots; “rightist". extremists are not 
the voice of true conservatism In 
America today. So why does Mr. 
Loewy claim that support by conser- 
vatives is "not overwhelming"? Who 
measured that, 'other than Mr. 
Loewy? Mr. Loewy's statement that 
"Human Events”... surprised many 
of its readers... featuring pro-Israel . 
editorials..." was deceptive. I ‘have 
not seen "anti-Zionism or anti- 
Semitism" in "Human Events” in 
the many years I have read it. 
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Mr. Loewy apparently is not 
aware that some of the strongest 
supporters of Israel, not to mention 
its largest donors, are conservative. 
He also apparently does not unders- 
tand that there is a strong shift in 
America of some of our best intellec- 
tual Jews from left to right. It is 
about time that Jews woke up and 
discovered that the left promotes 
tyranny and that we Jews thrive only 
In a free society: - 

It is high time that left-liberal 
Jews who largely support the U.S. 
Democratic Party, who are often in- 
nocent dupes' of left-wing ideology, 
realize that our deepest self-interest 
and even our lives depend upon a 
government which is limited. That ia 
the essence of conservative 
philosophy, getting bureaucracy out 
.of our personal and especially our 
economic lives. 

Our friends are not among the left, 
whether from Russia or the leftist 
PLO supported by the Russians, nor 
in America among the left-liberals of 
which many, however, are Jews 
loyal to Israel. 

I wish Israel Itself could learn that 
Begin’s victory and his apparently 
conservative political philosophy 
are, in my opinion, part of a swelling 
tide of recognition by Jews and non- 
Jews alike, that economic freedom 
from government restraint is in- 
separably connected to personal 
and spiritual freedom. 

It is too bad that many Jews, also 
Israel’s friends as I am certain Mr. 
Loewy Is as well, do not understand 
the new-found power and, I say, the 
beauty of the American conservative 
movement which gives me hope for 
aur future.

. a. New immigrants who are un- 
able to produce the guarantors 
generally required on mortgage 
loans have, for several years, been 
. permitted ' to obtain their loan 
without guarantors upon paying ad- 
ditional Interest of one-half of one 
per cent. • 

b. Mr. Greenfield also appears to 
be unaware of the fact that most of 
. the apartments In Israel have-not yet 
been registered . In the Land 
Registry. Consequently a legally en- 
forcible mortgage to secure the loan 
cannot be registered. Even where a 
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
